Inter-Provineial railways shall, as 
la rule, be operated by the Central 
[Government, while those built for 
the benefit of only one province oF 
locality shall ‘be operated by the 
Noeal government concerned in sc~ 
lcordance with the regulations gov- 
lerning public-operated railways 
which are to be drawn up separ- 
lately. Projected tines of either the 
[Central or the. Local “Government 
Imay be constructed and operated by 
private individuals, in case the Cen- 
ral or Local government authorities 
concerned are unable to construct 
such lines. The construction and 
loperation of railways by private in- 
dividuals shall be governed | by 
special ‘regulations to be drafted 
separately.

About thirty years ago the 
late Lord Halsbury, in his extr 
Judicial capacity,’ coined the 
term “a sort of war.”

Meanwhile much propaganda is 
proceeding in the North with 
‘the genial desire to keep Chinese 
officials and soldiers “on their 
toes.” The propaganda is not 
all on one side, The Chinese 
with what Tokyo, no doubt, re- 
wards as sad perversity, ’ ar 
doubtful of Japanese intention:

If other dominatingly ad- 
verse factors were not at work, 
within her borders, the wave| 
might be met with comparatively 
little embarrassment, Indeed the 
falling off in the purchasing 
power of the world’s markets 
might be so offset by the low 
price of silver that her exports! 
would manage to maintain a| 
satisfactory level, in spite of 
everything. Given reasonably, 
good internal ecnditions, the 
volume of imports, with the drop 
prices countering the effect of 
fa low exchange, might have been 
Iittle reduced. ‘It should also b 
remembered that China has long 
had the advantage of working 
with a considerable margin in 
hand. Otherwise the immunity| 
lof her Government from the 
Jeonsequences of neglect of the 
sound canons of finance would 
not have been so prolonged.

A WEAK BULWARK

‘The discussions in the Chinese 
press on the impending revision 
of the District Court Agreement 
lappear to overlook the basic 
principles involved. To 
cursory reference 
yesterday. Usefully the point 
may be elaborated, When the 
Provisional Court was establis 
led in place of the old Mixed 
(Court, which had been set up in 
1911 by the Consular Body as an 
lemergency measure, the hope 
was expressed that the new 
Court would give the Chinese 
fauthorities the opportunity of 
demonstrating their fitness for 
the abolition of extra-territorial- 
ity. ‘Mr, Justice Feetham has 
Jquoted with approval the view 
that those hopes “have not been 
fulfilled.” Study of the record 
lof the “successor to the Pro- 
visional Court, now operating, 
will leave that verdict unaltered. 
It will be admitted that, while 
the Mixed Court swept away an 
lenormous number of abuses and 
brought about great impro 
Iments in the organisation and 
[practice of the Settlement Court, 
sr abuses crept in and the 
negotiations which led to. the 
lereation of the Provisional Court 
[were justified in an important 
respect. ‘The Rendition removed 
undoubted Chinese grievanc 
i¢ gave Chinese judicial practice 
{the opportunity of proving itself. 
[Revision of the Courts as now 
jconstituted must bear that point 
in. mind; it has to be undertaken 
with the object of encouraging 
reform from within, Neither 
Mr, Justice Feetham nor the 
contributor to these columns last 
month has suggested anything 
like a reversion to the pre- 
Provisional Court era. It would 
ve plainly against the march of 
events and political commit 
ments. 
Regard for tlils consideration 
does not detract in the slightest 
degree from the validity of the 
plea for removing the defects of 
{the Court’s administration. ‘The 
Courts should be a bulwark, to 
ithe citizens of Shanghai. ‘They 
[should create that feeling of con- 
fidence which alone can stimu- 
jiate social and commercial inter 
course and so build up & com- 
Imunity’s prosperity, — Chinese 
eritics seem disinclined to ap~ 
Ipreciate the loss and damage in- 
curred by their own countrymen 
fon account of the subservience 
lof the Courts to extra-judicial 
influence, ‘The point is so clear 
that. it “ought to require no 
elucidation. It may suffice to 
inquire how much material 
damage is done to Shanghai by 
the knowledge that the judicial 
backing of contracts and of 
lexecutive Municipal action is 
[highly problematical. This 
ifactor enters into every phase of 
commercial and municipal 
activity. It increases costs every~ 
[where because it enhances risks, 
Risks, whether commercial 
or administrative, must, in the 
liast resort, find ' expression in 
verms of money, Defective 
\Courts, in fact, ‘provide | the 
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material resources. To pretend 
that this'is merely a foreign 
grievance is absurd. If popula- 
tion figures are considered it ean 
be more accurately described as 
mainly a Chinese grievance, 
although, for obvious reasons, 
foreigners, accustomed to. 
tidiness in organisation, are 
likely to be more alive to the 
realities of the problem. 

‘When, therefore, negotiations 
are in train for the revision of 
the agreement, it becomes the 














duty of all interested, capable of 


formulating opi ready 
to present them through re- 
cognised channels, to make sure 
that every assistance is given to 
‘the negotiators, whose object 
must be to reach an agreement 
fit to stand foursquare to the 
winds of controversy. ‘There 
should be no repetition of the 
failure to consult the Municipal 
Council. The process of collect- 
ing views should go further. 
Foreign bodies [like the General 
Chamber of Commerce] and 
Chinese associations ought to be 
able to present their views, 
either through the Municipal 
Council or direct, according to 
the dictates of procedure. ‘The 
Municipal Council has a definite 
obligation here. It should make 
certain that consultation with 
itself will not be of a purely 
formal character. ‘There is—as 
past events have shown—a plain 
danger in falling into semi- 
official conversations with 
diplomatic representatives and 
80 unconsciously countenancing 
the belief—perfectly bona fide 
‘though it may be—that consul- 
tation, in the accepted sense of 
the word, has taken place. 
Precedents exist outside China 
for mistakes of this kind and 
their rectification, Comparison 
need only be made of the 
kind of consultation —_offe 
ed to British Chambers of 
Commerce in India over the 
‘Montagu-Chelmsford Reforms 
with the close and elaborate 
arrangements made for ascer- 
taining the views of the same 
and kindred bodies during the 
present constitutional discu: 
si In short the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs must, 
be put in a position which 
enables him to read for. himself 
the considered i 
conclusions of 
Municipal Council on a mal 
vitally affecting its responsi 
bilities. It will not be enough for 
him to be told that representa- 
tives of the Council have been 
“consulted.” It may seem 
vngracious to stress this point.

“advice, When the unofficial 
‘advice in this matter can be 
informed with expert _ legal 
Knowledge and close _personi 
experience of local conditions,

‘renko's movements and of the to- 
‘ography of the neighbourhood, the 
‘erime and the escape of the bandits 
by a devious route through a crowd- 
ed neighbourhood taking not more 
than half a minute, Well carried 
out, the assault must have been 
studied and planned for some time. 

Detectives of the French police, 
under Inspector Henti, commenced 
their investigations a ‘few minutes 
after the affair had taken place, but 
s0 far have discovered little. “Mme. 
Kramerenko, who is herself French 
‘and the wife of a naturalised French 
citizen, “M. Kramerenko of 
French Municipal Council's architer- 
tural department, was reported to 
be in @ serious condition. 

Mme Kramerenko following her 
‘usual custom at the end of the month, 
went to the Banque de I'Indo-Chine

Central Bureau Report by 
Dr. Wu Lien-teh

The answer, 10 
the writer's mind, is in the nega- 
tive. ‘The time has not yet come 
when the exhibition of such pictures 
can bo regarded as completely free 
from the danger either of ereating 
immediate disorder or fostering bad 

ig which it is. desired should 
disappear. If then, a Japanese film 
of the nature deseribed above would 
be undesirable so. also would. one 
dealing with the Chineso side of the 
‘question and the argument’ that 
Similar, or worse. films of ‘Chi 
make are being shown outside the 
foreign areas, does not apply. ‘That 

‘a matter for the Chinese authori- 
ties. Refusal of one or other of the 
wnicipal authorities to permit it 
being shown in districts under their 
Jurisdiction is probably actuated by 
Some such motive as has been here 
adumbrated.

THE TYPHOON'S 
_ COURSE 


‘Source of Origin and Directions 


With the comparatively near 
Japproach of the first typhoon of the 
Jseason in this latitude, a few re- 
marks on how and why it is formed 
and how the signals may be read 
lwill be of interest. 

‘The typhoon is a vast whirl of 
Jnerial currents surrounding a com- 
Jparatively ‘small paco of central 
lealm, called the vortex. In com- 
ination with this Tutating move- 
ment, which in our areas is always: 
left-handed (or counter-clockwise), 
the storm moves. steadily forward 
one fry well-defined cack,

lare the ‘typhoon’ months proper. i 
Jcentral and northern China. In the 
Jearly part of this season the 
ltyphoons, which uswally originate 
labout 1,800 to 2,000 miles to the 
lsouth-east, move north-west and 
jmake for’ the southern coast of 
IChina, moving farther north as the 
jseason advances. In July and 
‘August, their directions become 
general, They may strike the coast. 
Janywhere as far north as Weihai- 
wei, or may curve off towards Japan 
when abreast of Formosa. Towards 
the end of the season they become 
more frequent and increase greatly 
in intensity.

GORGOULOFF TO BE 
EXECUTED 


Paris, July 25. 

During the months in which he 
has been awaiting trial on a charge 
‘of murdering the late President of 
France, Paul Gorgouloff has boon a 
‘model prisoner. While in gaol, he 
cultivated a new passion—a passion 
for spiders—and when his. trial 
opened to-day in the combre Sei 
Assize Court his chief interest in 
the shadow of the guillotine was in 
the industrious insects, 

Gorgouloff has already admitted 
his crime and what the court has to 
settle is whether it was a desperate 
act of vengeance, as the prosecution 
alleges, or, as\the defence will 
urge, an act of sheer insanity. The 
fate of the assassin thus hangs on 
the evidence of mental experts, 
whose testimony will decide whether 
hhe is to go to the guillotine or to an 
asylum.

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A HOLE IN THE WALL

It is Barrie, if memory serves 
right, who once said that a man 
could never be a journalist un- 
less he could write a story about 
a hole ina wall. You know the 
sort of thing—walking down, for 
example, a country lane ‘and 
coming ‘actoss a lichen-topped 
wall with a hole in it and writing 
a story about the fact, telling, 
perhaps, how there ever eame to 
ea wall there, and passing on 
to discover how, granted the 
wall, there happened to be a 
hole in it. Dilating at large 
upon the — erection’s close 
Proximity to an old elm which 
decided to collapse on day in a 
high wind, as elms will so often 
do, and wiping out a piece of the 
wall, making, it may be, a small 
chink through which “Pyramus 
and Thisbe dear” whispered the 
intimacies of a ‘bucolic love. 
Indeed when we come to think of 
it, a wall in a country lane 
brings back thoughts of that 
rough-cast which kept the im- 
mortal lovers apart, recalls the 
lanthorne which "doth the horn- 
€d moon present,” makes Bottom 
the weaver promise anew to roar 
as it were a sucking dove, or ply 
his leaden footed fantasies in the 
Doudoir of the Fairy Queen, A 
swift turn of thought brings back 
the leering retort of Toby Bele 
to the ecataticly: proper Malvolio 
"An thou be dry, shall there be 
mo more cakes and ale?” Indeed 
all these little things founded 
on airy nonsense, these little 
‘Ariels “who whisper faint ine 
congruities in this very worka- 
day world, these trifling nothings 
Which turn thoughts back 
through the decades and pick 
from the tree of memory 
falls which, had the bree 
forgetfulness come but + a 
moment sooner, would have lain 
Ake overripe fruit at the roots 
ich bring back to life 
juvenirs of the saplings that 
nee we were, 









































For some reason or other the 
idea of a hole in the wall con- 
ures up memories of the first 
Gaddis-worm we saw in the 
Pellucid depths of the River 
Kennet as it murmured its grace- 
ful way past Preshute church, 
just down the Bath Road, after 
‘one has passed Marlborough 
College; brings before the eyes 
the white horse on Granham Hill 
near where mangold warzels and 
& pocket knife have provided 
many a truant lunch, or trans- 
Ports us on magic carpets | to 

vernake Forest to lie amid the 
bracken and breathe deeply of 
the mysterious perfume of an 
English summer. Or, perhaps, 
it will take us down the Avenue 
in the self-same forest where 
tall trees unite their foliage 
‘above in a stately vaulting 
through which the rays of the 
setting sun illumine the fane 
With rich colour as if filtered 
‘through the reverent glass of a 
tlerestory window, giving to 
the dim religious light the golden 
glow of the aura of sanctity. 
Perhaps, because we look’ back 
‘on the past through the hole 
which memory makes in the wall 
‘of years, we invest these things 
yith a quality utterly foreign 
from the facts. That may be 
Gust as well, for the present is 
Wways so terribly naked and 
‘are? there is too much about it 
of the nature of imminent reality, 
‘A depressing vista of sharp cut 
Rorners, of brutal light and 
Bhade where only the softening 
‘of memory can enable us to get 
rid of the detail of now, or sub- 
merge it in the greater masses of 
then. 

















‘Walls should have holes in 
them. Indeed a well’ favoured 
wall should have nothing but 
holes, unless one’s stature is 
suchas enables one to walk 
‘along the highways of life with 
head high enough held to be able 
to look over the broken glass 
which always keeps us,where we 
belong. Or, perhaps, if we are 
Wise builders we shall leave a 





brick missing every now and 
again enabling us to retrace a 
few steps when we wish to look 
ick over what we ourselves and 
time are busily engaged in 
cutting us off from. A rotten 
‘sentence, but in those days when 
the wall 'was not quite so high a 
prepositional ending did not 
matter; we said what we had to 
say without worrying about the 
form in which it was couched. 
We really shall have to dodge 
back along this confection of our 
own building, and slip in a brick| 
lor two if only to keep us from 
the illiteracies of the past.

memories of the gudgeon which 
would not be caught. Probably 
it was not a gudgeon, but that 
is what Dick Mundy ‘called it, 
jand he was the richer by at least, 
two years more of knowledge 
and he called it a gudgeon as it 
lay there on the muddy bottom| 
Jot the stream, wide-mouthed in 
‘the risible expression of a’ 
Cheshire cat, while we dangled 
‘the shelled caddis-worm before 
his very nose in the hope that he 
would bite, something which he 
had not the slightest intention 
of doing, until with a flick of 
his tail and a parting leer he 
turned off to waddle up stream 
like a submarine duck, probably 
to go home and tell his missus 
how he fooled another of those 
two legged creatures gifted with 
more faith than knowledge of a 
guilgeon’s quaint little ways. 
May be it was not a gudgeon, 
jand we shall never be able to 
find out, for even if we knew 
where Dick Mundy lives now, it! 
is probable that he has fitted a 
brick into that particular section 
of his wall and forgotten all 
jabout it.

enotigh’ iy those days. Just a 
hole in tho ‘wall now: but then 
we had not built the wall. Or 
very low, because our little hands 
could not reach very high and 
the bricks went on’top of each 
other very slowly, possibly with 
more labour and ‘less efficiency. 
Now we pile them up in the 
jearelessness of rapidly advanc- 
ing years, bigger in bulk, greater.
